ably could rule Japan. 
(The state department at Wash­ 
ington, surprised by the statement, 
planned to investigate it. One of­ 
ficial said it was feared the im­ 
pression would spread abroad that 
the United States was planning to 
withdraw at an cany date, leaving 
the Japanese largely in charge of 
their own affairs.) 
Military Rule Junked 
Vice Adm. Frank Jack Fletcher, 
commander of the North Pacific 
Fleet which had assumed charge 
of early occupation operations in 
northern Japan, also will leave 
soon for his headquarters in the 
Aleutians. 
MacArthur said the occupation 
was so smooth that plans for mili­ 
tary rule were junked and those 
thereby freed from duty would go 
home as fast as ships could take 
them. 
He estimated that military 
rule operations without the Japa­ 
nese government would take “sev­ 
eral million troops” to enforce. 
The Japanese showed their co­ 
operation by shelving militarist- 
tainted Foreign Minister Namoru

and

Military rule would “have in­ 
volved a force running into mil­ 
lions of our men and would have 
taken many years of additional 
time and untold billions of addi­ 
tional dollars,” the supreme com­ 
mander declared. 
But by using the Japanese gov­ 
ernment to carry out Allied de­ 
mands, the same purposes could 
be accomplished “with 
only a 
small fraction of the men, time 
and money originally projected.*’ 
MacArthur predicted that with­ 
in six months the “occupational 
force, unless unforeseen

arise, will probably number not 
more than 200,000 men, a size 
probably within the framework of 
our projected regular establish­ 
ment (army.)” 
This, he said, would “permit 
complete demobilization of our 
citizen forces which fought so long 
and so nobly through to victory.”

Lansing 
which 
never 
had 
housed anyone but attorneys. 
He 
never owned an automobile, radio 
or phonograph, stood out many 
years against the introduction of 
electric lighting and installed a 
telephone in his residence only 
about a decade before his death. 
In the large, high-ceilinged li­ 
brary and study 
of his Lansing 
home, the walls 
lined 
writh up­ 
wards of 10,000 books, Wiest read 
nightly by the light of a gas m an­ 
tle, with which the house still was 
fitted. 
He liked gas light better 
than 
electric lights, his friends 
said. 
A wealthy man. he used a deep 
glass pie plate for an ash tray, I 
asserting “it doesn’t have to b e 1 
emptied every five minutes.” 
Wiest w’as 
know’n 
almost 
as; 
much for his homes and his Ii- j 
braries as he was for legal lore. 
One mile east of Williamston, j 
Wiest maintained “Shagbark,” a 
large colonial mansion with tall 
Roman pillars in front. There, j 
from time to time, he built a new’ : 
library until he had three of mod- > 
em construction, filled with 5.000 
or 6,000 more volumes. 
One con- j 
tained a small assembly room cap- I 
able of seating IOO guests. 
It was at his rural home that he 
annually, w’hile in good health, en­ 
tertained tile bar and bench of 
Michigan at huge ox roasts in the 
open. Once 90 circuit judges at­ 
tended, as well as many others ot 
legal prom!neve. 
Wiest’s large library contained 1 
an early 1600 edition of the King 
James Bible and 
another 
Bible 
printed IOO years earlier. He was ' 
the possessor of a complete set— I 
750 volumes—of the congressional 
records and the proceedings of 
the continental congress, as well as ! 
a portion of the proceedings of the ' 
British House of Lords. 
To this. Wiest came from a birth 
in Washington township, Macomb 
county, and early 
education 
in 
the 
public 
schools 
of 
Pontiac. 
After school he became a machin­ 
ist and steamfitter and for a time 
was employed at the defunct Or- 
hard Lake Academy. At the age of j 
20, Wiest began the study of law 
in a Detroit attorney's office and j 
wras admitted to the bar in open j 
court, a tribute to his abilities, in . 
1885 in Wayne county. 
Tw’o years later, he was ap- J 
pointed by the governor 
to 
be ' 
Wayne county circuit court com­ 
missioner. and in 1890 he moved to j 
Williamston 
in 
Ingham county 
where he practiced law’ for nine 


years. Then he was elected circuit 
judge for the first time. He was a 
member of the Ingham County Bar 
Association for half a century. 
Wiest was famous in legal cir­ 
cles as the judge wrho cited former 
Governor Hazen S. Pingree for 
contempt of court w hile Pingree 
was the .state’s chief executive. 
Then a circuit Judge, Wiest cited 
Pingree for declaring that Wiest 
should be impeached for convict­ 
ing two National Guard officers in 
an army supply scandal after the 
Spanish-American w’ar. The con­ 
tempt citation was dismissed by 
another judge.

It has been said that m ore bad 
field m an n ers are displayed on the 
first day of duck shooting th an on 
any other d ay of the year. “Soon­ 
ers” w ho shoot before the

opening time, are guilty not only 
of a breach of the law but often 
of spoiling for m any other h u n t­ 


ers on the sam e marsh. It is often 
deliberate. Most 
of

breaches of “ hunting 
etiquette” 
are 
due 
to 
thoughtlessness 
or 
ignorance. O bservance of a few 
simple “D on’ts” would m ake for 
far few er ru in ed days and d isap­ 
pointm ents. F o u r of them are: 
(I) Don’t shoot at a duck u n ­ 
season 1 less y ° u are sure 
Le is 
w ithin 
1 range. (2) D on’t shoot at a duck 
whose line of flight takes him 
closer to som e other gunner th a n 
to you. (3) D on’t shoot a duck 
which, if hit, will fall into some 
spot from w hich you can’t possi­ 
bly retrieve it. (4) Don’t look for 
dead or w ounded ducks th a t you 
have shot in such a w ay th a t y o u r 
m ovem ents frighten off all birds 
flying into th e area, and spoil ev ­ 
erybody else’s shooting! It is the 
h u n te r’s d u ty to look for w o u n d ­ 
ed birds, b u t th ere is a tim e for 
doing it and a tim e for 
sitting 
still! 
Duck h u n tin g has 
two 
p rim e 
musts. The h u n te r must have both 
a state h u nting license and a fed­ 
eral duck stam p. 
Each cost 
one 
dollar. T he stam p can be p urchas- |

I license at th e conservation d ep a rt-

j outlets. With each license this y ear j

7. Never leave your gun u n a t­ 
tended unless you unload it first.
